Aliens To Register This Month
Harold E. Hulling, Acting 

District Director of the Immi­ 
gration and Naturalization 
Service, today urged all aliens 
in the Torrance area who have 
not yet filled out alien address 
report forms, to do so before 
Jan. 31, at the nearest Immi­ 
gration Service office or local 
post office.

The immigration official 
pointed out that the law re­ 
quires all non-citizens except 
persons In diplomatic status, 
foreign representatives to the 
United Nations and Mexican 
national contract laborers to 
report their address to the gov­ 
ernment each January.

Hulsing added: "The parent 
or legal guardian of alien chil­ 
dren under 14 years of age 
must fill out the address re­ 
port form for such children, 
in order to comply with the 
law."

He declared: "We have tried 
to make it as convenient as 
possible for non-citizens to 
meet the address report re­ 
quirement, and in view of seri­ 
ous penalties for willful viola­ 
tion, all persons subject to the 
address report law are urged 
to fulfill this obligation before 
the end of January."
